Brunson, and he was the night watch­ 
man at the Courthouse at the time the 
assessment books are alleged to have 
been mutilated. 
The officers seem to 
think that he may be able to throw 
some additional light on the case so j 
they are searching for him. 
The last

ing near Stockton, and a subpena has 
been sent to Sheriff Cunningham of 
San Joaquin county for service. 


The two young men under suspicion 
in connection with the 
Courthouse 
frauds are Ernest 
Mayrisch, 
Chief 
Deputy under County Tax Collector 
Barber and son in-law of the late De­ 
tective Len Harris, and County Au­ 
ditor Myron Whidden. Mayrisch must 
answer for the 
missing 
$600, and 
Whidden must account for the missing 
$483. 
Mayrisch now finds himself in 
a very uncomlortable position. 
The 
$ 6 0 0 is traced directly to his door, and 


lie only has one explanation to make. 
He says that he knew his cash was 
short and that he did not say anything 
about it. 
He denies, however, that he 
stole the money. 
County Tax Collec­ 
tor Barber is entirely clear of the scan­ 
dal. 
He has been imposed upon by 
his friends, and has been caused much 
trouble by the man whom he trusted 
above all in his office. 


"I have had very little to say in this 
matter," said Tax Collector Barber to­ 
day, "for the reason that the Grand 
Jury has had the matter in hand and I 
did not feel disposed to discuss the 
s ibject in public. 
Thismhsing $600 
strikes very near home and perhaps 
some explanation 
is due from me. 
When I went into office on January 


lit of this year I made Ernest May­ 
risch of Alameda my chief deputy. He 
and I collected all the cash for taxes, 
and no one else handled the money. 
When the time for settlement 
came 
around I found that I was $600 short 
in my cash. 
I could not 
understand 
the matter, because I had balanced my 
cash each night and found 
that it 
agreed with the tax stubs. 
Mayrisch 


was very much interested in the mat­ 
ter, and tried to assist me in finding 
the shortage. 
At that time I had no 
clew to the missing money, so I was 
forced to pay $600 to the county out 


of my own pocket. 


"One day I took Mayrisch into my 
private office and asked him what he 
thought had become of the missing 
money. 
He suggested to me that 
somebody might have slipped into the 
office and stolen the money. 
I told 
him that 
sucli a 
proposition 
was 
ridiculous. 
Then he came out with 


receipt handed to us and place it on 
file. 
Ac night the cash is. totnpaieU 
with the stubs on hand. 


The next day these stubs are gone 
over again, and the taxes are marked 
paid on the books. 
Now, a cashiei 


who wanteJ to steal money could do 
it very easily. 
For instance, he would 
receive $ 1 0 0 for taxes and sign the re­ 
ceipts. 
He would put the money in 
his pocket and hide the stubs. 
At 
night the stubs on hand would balance 
with the cash. 
The next day this 


same man could slip the stubs he held 
out into the proper package, and they 
would then be duly marked up on the 
books. 
When I came to make my 
final settlement, however, I would find 
that my cash was short. 
In the case 


of Maryisch there was no mutilation of 
the books. 
He simply says that his 
cash was short, but that he did not 
take the money." 


"Are you going to discharge Mary­ 
isch ?'' 


"I know what I am going to do 
when this investigation is over," ob­ 
served Mr. Barber, "but I do not care 
to state my plans at this time.

Nearly Killed by a Deer. 


The literature of hunting in full of 
anecdotes which show the danger of a 
too hasty assumption that a wounded 
animal is dead or past the power of de­ 
fending himself. 
A new illustration is 
furnished 
by Mr. Roosevelt in his 
"Ranch Life and the Hunting T r a i l : " 


Not only will a big, black tail buck 
beat off a dog or a wolf coming at him 
in front, but he is an awkward foe for a 
man. One of them nearly killed a cow­ 
boy in my employ. 


The 
buck, mortally wounded, had 
fallen to the shot, and the man rushed 
up to kill him. Then the buok_revived 
for a moment, struck down the man and 
endeavored to gore him, but could not, 
because of the despairing 
grip with 
which the man held on to his horns. 


Nevertheless the man, bruised and 
cut by tho sharp hoofs, was fast beoom 
ing too weak to keep his hold, when in 
tho struggle the two came to the edge 
of a washout and fell into it some 12 or 
15 feet. 
This separated 
them. 
The 
dying buck was too weak to renew the 
attack, and the man crawled off, but it 
was months before he got over the ef- 
feots of the encounter. 


A Disinfecting Perfume. 


M. Villou of Paris has devised a 
method for disinfecting the sickroom by 
perfumes. 
He prepares special sachets 
capable of diffusing the perfume with 
which they are charged in any kind of 
a receptacle. 
All that is needed is to 
place two of these sachets in a recep­ 
tacle containing a little water. 


The perfume (essence of .violet, rose, 
jasmine, etc.) is mixed with oxalosao- 
chario acid and inclosed in a sachet that 
is colored white. A second, colored blue, 
contains dry bicarbonate of soda. These 
substances mix when the sachets are 
soaked in water, 
liberating 
carbonio 
acid gas, which diffuses the perfume 
around the room. 
.Sachets with oxygen 
as a basin can be prepared by placing 
powdered permanganate of potash in 
one and binoxide of barytum in the 
other. 


The medical writer says: 
"The process can be applied either in 
therapeutics or hygiene. The sachet has 
merely to be treated with medical es­ 
sences or any volatile substance to set 
free a constant supply to saturate the 
atmosphere in which the patient lives. " 


The Smallest Land Grant. 
What is beyond doubt the smallest 
body of laud ever granted by the United 
States as a homestead is in Dado, the 
extreme southeastern county of the state 
of Florida, consisting of a small island 
in the north end of Lake Worth. 
This 
island is two rods less than one-fourth 
of an acre in extent, yet the claim for 
it was entered in the United States land 
office at Gainesville. 
Final proof was 
duly made, and the owner took posses­ 
sion. 
He is J. J. Haley of Rhode Is­ 
land, and the island cost him $5.87—$5 
for the entry fee and 87 cents for the 
land. 
The homestead is but a small 
sand pit, situated about one mile from 
the ocean, whose tide flows into the lake 
from an inlet about that distance from 
the isle. 
Mr. Haley makes about $80 
per month from his investment, as the 
island is just in the path of green and 
loggerhead turtles coming into the lake 
from the ocean to feed, and there he 
catches them. 


Climbing Mont B l a n c 


It is an expensive as well as a ve»y 
tiresome undertaking to ascend Mont 
Blanc. 
It costs at least $50 per person, 
for by the law of the commune of Cha- 
mouni eaah stranger is obliged to have 
two guides and a porter. 
So far as the 
danger is concerned, it is now reduoed 
to a minimum, but almost every year 
the mountain claims a victim. 
Bad 
weather is the chief thing feared by the 
guides, and so swiftly does it come that 
a cloudless B k y may in 15 minutes turn 
to a blinding snowstorm, which beats 
you to the ground. 
TVr.s it was that 
some years ago a party of 11 persons 
perished. 
Five were found frozen stiff 
in the snow. 
The other six still lie 
buried 
in the Glacier des Boissons. 
Forty years is the time allowed for the 
glaoier to yield them up in the valley 
below.—Boston Transcript
